By a vote of 65-33, the U.S. 
Senate has made one of the most 
serious mistakes it could have 
made: it confirmed Justice Wil- 
liam Rehnquist as the Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States. 

To take this action, it had to 
close its ears to the cries of those 
in Pl.oenix, from which Rehn- 
quist nails, that he had actively 
attempted to deny Blacks and 
Hispanics in that city the right.to 
vote by questioning their 
literacy. 

it had to dismiss as unfounded 
the charge that Rehnquist was a 
supporter of segregation, based 
on his own memo to the late 
Associate Justice Robert Jack- 
son that segregation was proper. 
Rehnquist, of course, denied that 
the thoughts he expressed in his 
memo were his own -- despite 
the fact that he wrote them, and 
expressed them as his own in the 
memo. The Senate had to swal- 
low that disingenuous explana- 
tion. 

It had to gloss over the fact that 
Rehnquist had refused, despite 
the request of those who were 
affected by the case, to remove 
himself from consideration as.a 
Supreme Court justice, a case 
regarding government surveil- 
lance of radical groups which he 
had been involved in shaping as 
an official in former President 
Nixon’s Department of Justice.

There’s a message on the 
street: crack kills. | 

According to the Central Ohio 
Lung Association, the cocaine 
derivative “crack” is now on the 


streets of Columbus. In Colum- | 


bus today, the average buy costs 
between $25 and $50 -- a small 
price to pay for a powerful high. 

And, according to COLA, a 
small price to pay for the most 
deadly drug around. Heavy crack 
use can lead to lung damage sim- 
ilar to emphysema. In can cause, 
according to COLA, “a state of 
near-psychosis’ among its 
users, including depression, 
nervousness and paranoia. 

But most frightening of all, 
crack kills. It can cause lung fail- 
ure, heart failure, or brain hemor- 
rhages. In 25 major metropolitan 
areas, there was a total of 613 
cocaine-related deaths. 

Crack spells death for its 
users. And, this problem is par- 
ticularly painful in the Black 
community, because, according 
again to the Lung Association, 
over half its users are Black, par- 
ticularly young Black males. 

The affects of drug abuse -- 
and we can consider alcohol asa 
drug of choice in this equation -- 
have rocked the Black commun- 
ity. Each one of us knows some- 
one of promise, talent and ability 
who has yielded his life to that 
savage god of drug abuse. Each

The Rehnquist confirmation 
by the Senate was wrong. It now 
enshrines a man who has dis- 
played a lack of candor in his role 
in denying voting rights; alack of 
judicial ethics in his decision to 
participate in a case on which he 
has worked; and a lack of sensi- 
tivity to the constitutional rights 
of women and minorities. 

As such, it was a shameful vote 
by the Senate, which should be 
remembered by Black voters.

(MY ROOF IS LEAK- 
ING). | can't wait for a prop- 
osal to be funded and more 
than likely, when itis, | will not 
be eligible because of my 
higher than welfare income. 

' called the CASH program 
and was sent papers to fill out, 
but it clearly states that one 
must be bank financable. | am 
not. More than the allowed 33 
percent of my income goes for 
bills. 

I've also tried every ripoff 
second mortgage company, 
to no avail. My credit is slow 
paying because | went into 
Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service, although | paid every 
one that | owed. 

| have been placed in a bad 
situation. It is not one that | 
planned. | did not know what ! 
would be faced with raising 
three children alone. | did not 
know that the cost of food, 
clothing and utilities would 
absorb most of my check, or 
that the cost of repairs on my 
home would be so expensive. | 
really should not be a 
homeowner, if | can't afford it. 
Well, where do you suggest 
1 g0 to live with three children? 
Do you know.of an apartment 
owner that would be happy to 
have us, with rent of no more 
than $250.00 per month. | tried 
the apartment route and 
ended up moving back into 
my house. Rent for an apart- 
ment goes up much faster 
than my mortgage. 


There is a new group of 
homeowners living in Cleve- 
land. They're the single 
homeowners. Initially most of 
these homes were purchased 
by two people, and now either 
young divorcees, or old divor- 
cees/widows make up a high 
percentage of the City's 
homeowners. 

Some of my friends have 
given up their homes, either 
through losing them or selling 
them ata loss because there is 
no help for single homeowners 


without bank financable- 


credit. Others have stayed, 
just like me, and watched their 
homes fall down about their 
heads. 

| should have been thrifty, 
you say. How thrifty can one 
be with a salary just three 
steps above welfare. | should 
have saved - how does one 
save with the high utility bills 
one must pay? How does one 
get their home weatherized, if 
not 65 years old. Better man- 
agement of the limited pay- 
check -- how much ham- 
burger, not hat dogs. and tuna 
fish can we eat? 

Couldn't the monies availa- 
ble be distributed a little more 
fairly? How many of the peo- 
ple receiving CASH repair 
loans are single homeowners? 
How many homeowners in 
Cleveland are single? If one is 
not bank financable, does that 
mean they are not worthy of 
the City's help? 

When will the city learn 
what creates slums? Slums 
are created by not taking care 
of what is already there. 
Sometimes people are put 
into situations, with no way 
out but to let things fall down 
around their heads! Is there an 
unwritten law that if one is not 
bank financable they won't 
repay? 

Would you see if the City of 
Cleveland could send me 
back my city income tax and 
my county property taxes | 
have paid for the last 10 years 
to repair my roof? | am not 
bank financable and the city 
certain doesn't need my 
money.

You no doubt have wit- 
nessed a great deal of con- 
troversy surrounding the con- 
struction of the Northeastern 
Ohio Correctional Facility on 
Coit Road. The debate sur- 
rounding the construction of 
this facility has been quite 
vigorous. | recently came 
upon an article outlining the 
findings of a California Senate 
research project dealing with 


the question of what kind of 
impact urban prisons actually 
have on their surrounding. 
communities. 

The California Senate pro- 
ject study showed that the 
location of a prison in a city 
had no negative impact on 
property values in the com- 
munity. In fact, Senator Pres- 
ley is quoted as saying that 
“Individually, the assessed 
value per capita rose ata 
greater rate in the cities asso- 
ciated with prisons than in 
eleven of the fifteen matching 
cities.” 

While the California study 
will not quell the debate sur- 
rounding the Coit Road facil- 
ity, it clearly supports the 
position which we have made 
for the last 14 months. 

Vhether we like it or not, there 
ould very possibly be real 
gains for the community by 
the location of the Coit Road 
Facility. _

Through the years countless schemes and trickery have 
deprived the Black Community of millions of dollars of gross 
income. And usually, the perpetrators of those plots have been 
racist White Amfricans. However, recently, the talents and 
skills of some Black Americans were dealt a “crushing blow” 
by the quest for power and stereotyped self-image by some 
Black people. 

Iam talking about the 1986 Academy Awards and the 
movie, “The Color Purple.” This flick received nearly a dozen 
nominations for Academy Awards, but did not receive any of 
the coveted “Oscars.” Why? Oh, yes! I can hear ead replies of 
racism. But this-time racism was in the form of ignorance by 
some Black people. The White man just sat back and watched 


- us use the “old game” of divide and conquer. As the film “The 


Color Purple” gained acclaim and fame. Blacks initiated pro- 
tests about it being an unfair depiction of Black life-styles and 
that it was a put-down of the Black male. Blacks even threat- 
ened to picket the Academy Awards extravaganza. Thus, 
Black people provided the impetus for the judges to ignore 


_’ "The Color Purple” while making their final votes. Their 


rationale? Why honor a movie about Blacks when Black peo- 
ple don’t give it a position of ésteem. 

My friends, when are we going to gain the sophistication of 
separating reality from fantasy? Most movies about Blacks are 
fer entertainment purposes, not biographical. I was ertter- 
tained by “The Color Purple,” and not once did'I think that it 
was depicting actions of my grandfather, nor his father. 

‘Did the protestors ever take the time to look at the number 
of Blacks who had paying jobs in “The Color Purple”? And by 
winning some of the prestigious “Oscars.” “The Color Purple” 
could have been the springboard for more employment by 
Bjack actors and actresses.
